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wms  fired  is  erery  direction.  Indi$criminate  ma»- 
■•cre  ensued.  Men,  women  and  children  were  shot 
down  without  mercy.  Rrery  house  was  entered ; 
erery  apartment  was  imasached-.  The  scymetar 
and  the  pistol  of  the  Tarit  were  ererywhere  busy. 
The  fraade  cries  of  the  perishing  rose  abor^he 
roar  of  exploding  artillery  and  musketry,  and  the 
clamor  of  the  onset.  Mothers  and  daughters,  in 
their  despair,  plunged  into  the  flames  of  their  burn¬ 
ing  dwellings.  And  thus  for  six  dreadful  days  and 
nights  did  the  work  of  exterminadon  continue,  dll 
the  city  and  the  island  of  Scio  were  a  heap  of  ruins. 

Sereral  thousand  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes  were 
sared  to  be  sold  as  slares.  The  young  men  taken 
from  the  literary  seclusion  and  intellectual  refine¬ 
ment  of  the  College  of  Scio,  were  sold  to  the  de¬ 
grading  serritude  of  hopeless  bondage.  The  young 
ladies,  taken  from  the  parlors  of  their  opulent  pa¬ 
rents,  from  the  accomplishments  of  highly  culUxated 
life,  and  who  had  risited  in  the  refined  circles  of 
London  and  of  Paris — who  had  been  brought  up  as 
delicately,  says  an  English  writer,  "  as  luxuriously 
and  almost  as  intellectually  as  those  of  the  same 
classes  among  ourselres,  became  the  property  of  the 
most  ferocious  and  licentious  outcasts  of  the  human 
race.”  It  is  said  that  forty-one  thousand  were  thus 
carried  into  slarery.  For  weeks  and  months  they 
were  sold  through  all  the  marts  of  the  Ottoman 
empire,  like  shtres  in  Washington,  or  cattle  at  the 
shambles. 

As  the  fleet  returned  to  Constantinople  from  its 
murderous  excursion,  the  whole  city  was  on  the 
alert  to  witness  the  triumphant  entrance.  As  the 
leading  ship  rounded  the  point  of  land,  which  brought 
it  into  the  xiew  of  the  whole  city,  many  captured 
Greeks  were  seen,  standing  on  the  deck,  with  ropes 
around  their  necks,  and  suddenly  they  were  strung 
up  to  the  bowsprit  and  exery  yard-arm,  struggling 
in  the  agonies  of  death.  And  thus,  as  ship  after 
ship  turned  the  point,  the  struggling  forms  of  dying 
men  swung  in  the  breeze.  These  were  the  horrid 
ornaments  and  trophies  of  barbarian  triumph.  In 
yiew  of  them  the  very  shores  of  the  Bosphorus 
seemed  to  be  shaken  by  the  explosion  of  artillery, 
aod  by  the  exulting  shouts  of  the  million  of  inhabi¬ 
tants  who  throng  the  streets  of  Constantinople,  Pe¬ 
nt,  and  Scutari. 

These  outrages,  however,  terminated  the  sway  of 
the  Turk  over  the  Greek.  They  aroused  through 
all  Europe  an  universal  cry  of  horror  and  detesta¬ 
tion.  The  sympathy  of  the  people  was  so  intense, 
that  the  governments  of  EngUnd  and  Fkance  could 
no  longer  refuse  to  interfere.  Their  fleets  were 
allied  with  that  of  Russia.  The  Turkish  navy  was 
annihilated  at  Navarino,  and  Greece  was  free.

1  hma  jyut  made  a  sour  of  sixty  or  seventy  miles 
anoag  my  people  ia  Poaa^  Oa  asy  way,  I  visited 
the  great  volcano,  KUaeua,  in  company  with  the 
Hob.  Mr.  ftwwa.  U.  S.  GanaaisanihsMr  to  the  Sand¬ 
wich  Uaads,  who  lua  jest  left  ni,  after  spending 
aboat  iSK  winha  ia  oae  &miiy.  This  voleano^  you 
kaaw,  is  thaamder  of  Hn wnii }  aad  ia  enj^ooed  to  be 
the  gnaheat  ae^ve  orahsr  ia  the  world.  It  is  about 
thirty  jbiIh  fiom  oar  dwelling,  and  its  lurid  gfaurs  is 
ia  ftdl  view  at  night  You  remember  its  awful  dih- 
gaggsaseat  in  1840,  which  flowed  in  a  terrific  stream 
of  fibre  lor  dthrty  or  forty  miles,  with  the  breadth  of 
ftma  ooe  lo  fiW  miles,  and  of  unknown  depth,  till 
it  Ml  in  oae  horrid  cataract  into  the  sea.  This 
crater  is  ten  m  twelve  aules  in  circumference  on  its 
ajqper  rim,  from  a  tboasnnd  to  fifteen  hundred  feet 
deep,  and  three  or  four  miles  in  diameter  on  its  bot¬ 
tom.  In  the  bottom  of  this  crater  there  are  often  a 
aMhiRide  of  red  hoc  cones,  in  the  form  of  pyramids, 
and  hissing  horribly,  like  a  thousand  steam-pipes, 
and  spitting  out  the  burning  fusion  on  every  side. 
Beside  theae  cones,  there  are  often  several  deep 
eanldrotts  open  in  the  bottom  of  the  crater.  These 
are  filled  with  liquid  fire,  which  boils  and  rages 
with  glowing  and  intense  vehemence,  and  spouts 
into  the  air  with  a  kind  of  infernal  fury.  The  sur¬ 
face  of  one  of  these  lakes,  or  cauldrons  of  fire,  wonld 
BMasore  one  hundred  acres.  Not  long  since,  I  saw 
this  lake  overflowing  in  every  direction,  and  spread¬ 
ing  in  one  broad  sea  of  raging  fire  over  an  area  of 
two  hundred  or  three  hundred  acres.  At  different 
poinla  of  this  lake,  two  deep  canals  from  five  to  fif¬ 
teen  rods  wide,  one  hundred  feet  deep,  and  abont 
two  miles  long,  were  sunk ;  and  in  these  canals  the 
fiery  ftukm  was  flowing  offj  in  rapid  and  sublime 
majesty,  to  fill  up  the  lower  parts,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  crater.  In  one  of  these  canals  the  liquid 
Bsaiof  was  plunging  down  a  precipice  of  some  fifty 
feet,  thus  forming  a  fiery  cataract  of  nnrivaled  and 
indescribable  grandeur.  All  this,  remember,  was 
going  on  in  the  bottom  of  the  crater,  while  there 
were  square  miles  of  cooled  and  solid  lava  still  left 
for  ns  to  walk  on,  and  explore,  as  long  as  we  chose. 
So  vast  is  the  space  within  these  dark  adamantine 
waHs,  towering  heavenward  above  our  heads,  and 
frowning  in  awftal  bnttlements  against  the  skies. 

You  see  the  great  lake  which  is  slways  open  and 
raging.  Others  open  and  close — not  permanent.  The 
part  around  the  lake  was  all  covered  with  a  sea  of 
fire,  from  an  overflowing  of  the  lake  when  I  was 
there,  abont  a  month  ago.  I  visited  it  agaiu,  two 
weeks  after,  found  it  solidified,  but  hot,  walked  over 
it  the  distance  of  two  miles,  and  stood  within  two 
feet  of  the  verge  of  the  lake  of  fire,  which  had  then 
subsided  like  boiling  soap,  and  fallen  forty  feet  be¬ 
low  the  rim.  The  canals  had  also  ceased  to  flow. 
The  outer  rim  is  so  smooth,  that  we  can  ride  half 
way  round  the  crater  on  horseback.  The  internal 
features  of  the  crater  are  constantly  changing,  so 
that  where  we  saw  a  sea  of  raging  fire  yesterday, 
we  may  walk  to-day  in  safety. 

But  I  must  leave  these  fiery  scenes.  Respecting 
the  iceeiviug  the  avails  of  slave-labor  into  mission¬ 
ary  fonds,  4kc.,  I  suppose  the  Board  cannot  well 
help  it.  They  aie  not  oiganized  as  an  Anti-Slavery 
Society,  bnt  as  a  Missionary  Society,  to  send  the 
gospel  to  heathen  m  other  lands.  To  this  work 
they  are  to  address  themselves  exclusively.  Their 
funds  eome  from  ten  thousand  little  rills,  many  of 
which  they  can  neither  discover  nor  control.  Some 
is  the  fruit  of  lotteries,  of  gambling,  of  distilleries, 
of  cheating,  of  fornication,  of  robbery — perhaps,  of 
tin  in  its  ten  thousand  forms.  Now,  who  can  help 
it?  I  cannot — the  Board  cannot.  If  I  believed 
that  the  great  mass  of  them  approved  of  slavery  or 
loved  the  “  wages  of  unrighteousness,”  I  would 
abhor  their  oflering,  as  Gk)d  “hates  robbery  for 
burnt  offering.”  But  this  I  do  not  believe.  Many

And  he  will  set  them  free ;  yes,  proud  scofier,  this 
world  once  overflowed  with  water,  shall  yet,  as  one 
great  furnace,  flame.  Oh,  that  great  and  notable 
day  of  the  Lord,  when  all  the  artillery  of  his  wrath 
shul  be  brought  to  bear  upon  his  foes  I  when  the 
wild  elements,  from  above  and  beneath,  shall  leap 
to  avenge  his  insults ;  and  he  shall  wind  up  the 
drama  of  our  world  by  showing  a  guilty.  God-deny¬ 
ing  race  that  he  is  the  Lord,  in  letters  of  fire,  that 
shall  be  read  and  remembered  in  eternity.  These 
heavens  and  this  earth  are  by  his  word  alone  held 
back  at  any  moment  from  destruction.  They  are 
‘  reserved  to  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and 
perdition  of  ungodly  men.’  That  day  is  long  de¬ 
layed — delayed  that  mercy  may  gather  larger  fruits 
— that  Immanuel  may  see  the  travail  of  his  soul. 
‘  Yet  come  it  will,  and  as  a  thief  in  the  nighu’  The 
men  of  that  generation  shall  scarce  arouse  from 
their  midnight  slumbers  ere  ‘  the  heavens  shall  pass 
away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt 
with  fervent  heat,  and.  the  earth  and  the  works  that 
are  therein  shall  be  burnt  up.’  There  is  a  day  of 
fire  yet  to  burst  upon  our  world ;  a  day  of  judgment, 
when  the  Lord  shall  appear  inflaming  fire  with  his 
holy  angels ;  a  day  of  retribution,  when  a  fire  shall 
go  before  him  and  shall  ‘devour  his  adversaries.’ 
‘  Who  shall  abide  the  day  of  his  coming,  and  who 
shall  stand  when  he  appeareth  ?’  ‘  Who  among  us 
shall  dwell  with  devouring  fire ;  who  among  us  shall 
dwell  with  everlasting  burning?’  ‘  It  is  a  fearful 
thing  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  God’ — for 
our  God  is  a  consuming  fire  !  I  warn  you,  dying 
tellow-men,  to  escape  from  that  fire  which  burns  to 
the  lowest  hell.  You  heard  the  cry  of  those  who 
were  struggling  amidst  the  flames ;  you  saw  them 
leaving  all  and  fleeing  for  their  lives.  Oh !  be  in 
earnest  to  escape  a  greater  danger.

Take  a  position  on  the  lofty  hill 
on  which  Safet  is  built,  or  on  any  of  the  high  lands 
around  Nazareth,  and  a  vast  pano'ama  is  spread  out 
to  your  view,  every  part  of  whic^  reminds  you  of 
some  locality,  some  historical  event,  some  great 
transaction  recorded  in  the  Scriptures.  Mount  Her- 
mon  raising  aloft  its  snowy  head,  with  the  sources 
of  the  Jordan,  and  the  beautiful  vale  through  which 
it  flows ;  the  Sea  of  Tiberias  with  its  interesting  lo¬ 
calities,  and  the  mountains  of  Moab  stretching  along 
in  the  east,  like  a  waving  line  drawn  on  the  hori¬ 
zon  ;  the  Mount  of  Beatitudes  where  Christ  preach¬ 
ed  to  the  multitude ;  Nazareth  where  he  was  brought 
up ;  Tabor  where  he  was  transfigured  ;  Nain  where 
he  raised  the  widow’s  son  to  life ;  Gilboa  where 
Saul  was  slain  ;  Endor  where  he  went  to  consult 
the  woman  who  had  a  familiar  spirit;  Shunem 
where  Elijah  restored  to  life  the  Sliunamite’s  son  ; 
Mount  Carmel,  rising  in  the  distance,  where  he 
usually  resided,  and  where  he  sent  his  servant  to 
watch  the  cloud,  as  it  rose  from  the  sea,  portending 
rain ;  Jezreel,  the  royal  residence  of  Ahab,  and  the 
great  plain  of  the  same  name,  lying  below,  the  scene 
of  many  a  bloody  battle  recorded  in  the  Bible ;  all 
these,  rich  in  Scriptural  associations,  lie  spread  out 
before  you  as  on  a  map ;  and  as  you  contemplate 
them,  the  whole  scene  of  sacred  history  rises  to 
view  with  a  new  and  wonderful  sense  of  reality. 
The  same  impression  I  felt,  when  from  the  top  of 
Mount  Gerizim  I  looked  upon  the  frowning  front  of 
opposite  Ebal,  and  gazed  upon  the  charming  piece 
of  ground  which  Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph,  vis¬ 
ited  the  tomb  of  this  his  beloved  son,  and  the  well 
where  the  Savior  once  sat  and  refreshed  himself, 
wearied  with  his  journey,  and  traced  for  many  a 
mile  the  road  he  was  wont  to  travel  as  he  went  to 
and  from  Jerusalem  through.  Samaria.  Being  on 
the  spot,  amid  these  sacred  localities,  and  seeing 
how  exactly  they  correspond  with  the  references 
made  to  them  in  the  Scriptures,  the  truth  of  the  in¬ 
spired  volume  comes  home  with  new  power  to  the 
mind,  and  impresses  itself  with  a  livelier  interest  on 
the  heart. 

TMIORAMA  OP  MOUNT  OLIVET. 

So,  take  a  position  on  i^e  top  of  Mount  Olivet, 
and  view  the  scene  that  spreads  around  you,  and 
you  will  seem  to  hear  a  thousand  voices  speaking  to 
you  of  Scriptural  events,  and  giving  you  a  new  and 
deeper  impression  of  their  reality.  As  you  leave  the 
eity,  you  pass  through  St.  Stephen’s  gate,  near  to 
which  is  the  pool  of  Bethesda ;  you  descend  into  the 
valley  of  Jehoshaphat,  cross  the  brook  Kedron,  and 
tread  the  same  road  that  was  wont  to  be  traveled  by 
the  Savior  and  his  apostles,  and  up  which  he  was 
led  to  the  hall  of  Pilate  on  his  way  to  trial.  You 
enter  the  garden  of  Qethsemane,  the  place  of  his  last 
agony,  and  muse  with  deep  emotion  on  the  scenes 
of  that  dreadful  night.  You  reach  the  summit  of 
the  Mount,  and  near  by,  a  little  to  the  east,  is  the 
place  whence  the  Savior  ascended  lo  glory,  in  the 
presence  of  his  disciples ;  a  little  further  on  is  Be- 
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Martha  and  Mary ;  at  your  right  is  the  road  leading 
down  to  Jericho,  winding  round  among  the  hills  and 
valleys,  till  it  loses  itself  in  the  dark,  gloomy  wilder¬ 
ness  of  the  Savior’s  temptation ;  beyond  which  is 
I  seen  the  Dead  Sea,  with  all  its  solemn  and  affecting 
associations.  At  the  southwest,  distant  some  seven 
or  eight  miles,  is  Bethlehem,  the  place  of  our  Lord’s 
birth,  hanging  upon  the  slope  of  a  lofty  hill,  and 
presenting  a  fine  view  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativi¬ 
ty.  Beneath  you,  at  the  western  base  of  the  Mount, 
winds  the  deep  valley  of  Jehoshaphat,  and  on  the 
opposite  hill  lies  spread  out  before  you  the  Holy 
City ;  and  as  you  gaze  upon  the  scene,  the  “  tide  of 
sacred  history  flows  massively  through  the  soul,” 
and  the  events  of  ages,  as  connected  with  this  spot, 
pass  m  rapid  review  before  the  mind.  There  is  the 
site  of  the  once  joyous  city,  the  city  that  was  full  of 
people,  beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  the  whole 
earth ;  the  place  of  k ings  and  heaven’s  inspired  mes¬ 
sengers  ;  the  place  of  the  visions  of  God,  and  of  the 
ministries  of  angels ;  over  which  the  Savior  wept  as 
he  descended,  for  the  last  time,  from  this  lovely 
Mount ;  where  he  taught,  aud  wrought  miracles,  was 
condemned  and  crucified,  and  ruse  from  the  dead. 
Absorbed  in  contemplating  the  past,  and  beholding 
the  present  poor^  degraded  condition  of  the  city ;  the 
site  of  ,the  gionous  temple,  now  occupied  by  the 
dark,  unseemly  mosque  of  Omar,  and  signs  of  deso¬ 
lation  and  ruin  on  every  side,  you  seem  to  hear 
afresh,  the  voice  of  the  Savior,  as  weeping,  he  ut¬ 
tered  the  prophetic  words — if  thou  hadst  known, 
even  thou  at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  which 
belong  to  ihy  peace ;  but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eyes.  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that 
thine  enemies  shall  cast  a  trench  about  thee,  and 
compass  thee  round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every  side ; 
and  shall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy 
children  within  thee 


Dr.  Smyth  on  the  Use  of  the  word  Bishop. 

In  his  work  on  Ruling  Elders,  Dr.  Smyth  has 
published  an  essay  advocating  the  universal  use  of 
the  term  Bishop,  as  being  the  old  Scripture  designa¬ 
tion  of  Christ’s  ministers.  The  following,  among 
other  reasons,  which  he  gives  for  this  proposed  re¬ 
turn  to  Scripture  usage,  are  important : 

Romanism  and  prelacy  are  making  desperate  ef¬ 
forts  to  sustain  the  divine  right  and  title  of  their 
apostolical  succession  of  “  bishops,”  with  all  its  con¬ 
sequent  claim  to  an  exclusive  possession  of  the 
marks,  and  elements,  and  grace  of  the  true  church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Now,  this  doctrine  we  believe  to 
be  the  mark  of  the  beast,  the  very  evidence  and 
proof  of  Antichrist,  and  the  blasphemy  of  the  fore¬ 
told  usurper  who  should  sit  in  the  temple  of  God  as 
God,  and  arrogate  to  his  unchristian  system  of  for¬ 
malism  and  superstition,  the  name,  title,  and  attri¬ 
butes  of  God’s  visible  church.  We  are  bound,  there¬ 
fore,  to  contend  earnestly  against  this  radical  error, 
from  which  so  many  errors  spring ;  and  by  laying 
our  axe  to  the  root  of  the  tree,  most  certainly  destroy 
its  baneful  and  destructive  growth. 

Now.  to  our  mind,  it  seems  clear  that  this  whole 
pyramid  of  errortook  its  rise  from  the  early  and  gra¬ 
dual  appropriation  of  the  Scriptural  term  bishop,  to 
the  unscriptural  and  man-made  prelate.  For,  by 
covering  himself  with  the  garb  and  character  of 
God’s  true  ministry,  the  wolf  got  undiscovered  en¬ 
trance  into  the  fold,  and  remained  unobserved,  until 
by  his  gradual  eflbrts  he  had  secured  to  himself 
power  and  might,  when  he  was  enabled  to  throw 
aside  his  sheep’s  clothing,  and  subject  the  simple- 
minded  and  unthinking  sheep  to  his  imperial  and 
irresistible  sway.  And  by  the  very  same  process  by 
which  the  wolf  got  into  the  fold,  is  he  to  get  oid. 
Full  many  of  the  thoughtless  sheep  are  still  led  only 
by  outside  appearances,  and  are  therefore  satisfied 
that  prelates  are  what  they  pretend  to  be,  because 
they  wear  God’s  own  heaven-appointed  title,  undis¬ 
puted  and  uncontradicted.  Names  are  things.  They 
are  realities.  They  speak  louder  than  books  or  re-

4.  Fourth  feature  of  the  Chrvtlian  and  theological 
character — Submission  to  the  Word, 

We  have  here  the  fourth  characteristic  that  should 
distinguish  the  divine  and  the  Christian  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time.  St.  Paul  at  the  end  of  the  chapter  that 
has  been  read  to  us,  affirms  two  things :  the  first  is, 
that  the  word  of  God  will  do  all  that  there  is  to  do 
in  the  church.’  “  It  is  profitable,”  he  says,  “  for 
doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction 
in  righteousness.”  The  second  is,  that  the  man 
formed  by  the  word  of  God,  will  be  all  that  a  Christ¬ 
ian  ought  to  be:  “ That  the  man  of  God  may  be 
jwrfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works.” 
Thus  the  all-sufficiency  of  the  word  is  clearly  esta¬ 
blished.  Gentlemen,  if  it  be  essential  for  soldiers 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  arms  with  which 
they  are  to  fight,  ought  not  we  rightly  to  know  what 
that  “armor  of  righteousness”  is,  that  we  are  to  hold 
on  “  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left,”  namely,  “  the 
word  of  truth  ?”  (2  Cor.  6 : 7.)  Resist  every  tempt¬ 
ation  to  have  recourse  to  other  authority,  and  to 
other  arms.  With  the  word  of  Christ  you  can  do 
all  that  you  ought  to  do.  It  alone  is  the  “  sword  of 
the  Spirit.”  (Eph.  6.) 

If,  therefore,  any  offer  you,  as  a  rule,  traditions, 
either  of  the  earlier  ages,  or  of  the  Reformation, 
reject  them.  The  greatest  glory  of  the  Reformation 
is,  that  it  abolished  all  tradition  as  an  authority  in 
r«ligu.n,  Wvinsf  hi'^tory  unimpaired.  Gift  it  orer- 
throw  idols  only  to  put  itself  in  their  place  ?  If, 
therefore,  any  offer  to  you  a  sort  of  magical  influ¬ 
ence  in  the  sacraments — in  virtue  of  which,  for  in¬ 
stance,  regeneration  is  wrought  in  a  child  at  the 
moment  it  receives  tlie  water  of  baptism — reject  it. 
It  is,  no  doubt,  more  convenient  to  say,  •'  I  was  con¬ 
verted  at  my  baptism  that  spares  us  the  trouble 
of  conversion  afterwards.  But  these,  are  idle  inven¬ 
tions  that  abolish  the  word.  I  have  no  fear  that  He 
who  said  on  earth,  “  Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,”  will  reject  them  in  heaven.  Do  not  the 
angels  always  behold  the  face  of  our  Father  who  is 
in  heaven?  (Matt.  18.)  The  Scriptures  uniformly 
declare  that  we  are  regenerated  and  sanctified  only 
by  faith  in  the  word ;  and  we  may  surely  affirm  of 
children  what  St.  Paul  says  of  adults — “How  can 
they  believe  on  Him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard  ?”* 

If  any,  pointing  to  a  visible  ecclesiastical  authority, 
ask  you  lo  obey  it,  even  when  it  is  in  opposition  to 
the  word  of  God — reject  it.  “  Whoever  ahideth  not 
in  the  doctrine  of  Cliri'st,  hath  not  God,”  says  the 
beloved  disciple.  (2  John.)  “  If  there  come  any 
unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him 
not  into  your  house,  mjither  bid  him  God-speed.” 
(2  John.) 

This,  gentlemen,  is  the  great  danger  of  the  church 
in  our  days.  Traditions,  the  magical  influence  of 
the  sacraments,  (opus  operaJum,)  the  authority  of 
the  visible  church,  are  the  rocks  that  begin  to  re¬ 
appear,  and  that  are  signalized  already  by  some 
melancholy  wrecks.  Let  us  dread  them,  even  at  a 
distance.  Let  us  think  that  an  invisible  current — 
that  of  the  flesh — is  carrying  us  towards  them,  and 
will  dash  us  against  them,  if  with  a  firm  hand  we 
do  not  lay  hold  on  the  anchor  of  the  word  of  God. 
The  best  minds  succumb  to  them.  The  pious  Sib- 
thorpe  was  neither  Puseyite  nor  Papist,  when  he 
traveled  for  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
and  freely  expounded  in  the  houses  of  Christians 
the  holy  word  of  God  that  he  sought  to  distribute. 
And  yet,  what  did  he  become  ?  Pusey  himself  was 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other,  when,  on  his  return 
from  Germany,  where  he  had  been  on  terms  of  in¬ 
timacy  with  some  of  the  best  Protestant  divines,  he 
published  a  very  remarkable  book  on  Rationalism, 
that  was  received,  even  in  Germany,  with  applause. 
But  he  has  receded  step  by  step ;  and  now  England 
expects  the  moment  when,  at  the  head  of  a  hundred 
ministers,  he  will  bow  down  before  the  “  Man  of 
Sin.” 

Let  us,  therefore,  keep  to  the  word,  gentlemen ; 
endure,  I  implore  you,  my  reiterated  entreaties  in 
regard  to  it.  The  word,  and  nothing  but  the  word ; 
not,  indeeu,  a  dead  letter,  but  the  word  with  light; 
the  word,  with  the  fullness  of  life  that  is  in  it ;  the 
word  and  the  strength  of  the  salvation  that  God  has 
deposited  in  it ;  the  word,  and  not  the  Pope,  nor  the 
clergy,  nor  any  imaginable  human  power ;  the  word 
of  Jesus  Christ,  that  is  to  say,  Jesus  Christ  himself; 
'  that  is  the  only  power  whose  sovereign  and  perpe- 


are  realities.  They  speak  louder  than  books 
futations,  and  are  heard  by  those  who  cannot  and 
who  will  not  read, 


And  from  our  own  eflbrts  to 
find  out  the  truth  in  the  case,  we  are  verily  of  opin¬ 
ion  that  three-fourths  even  of  the  most  intelligent 
prelatists  could  give  no  better  reason  for  believing  in 
their  “  Bishop,”  than  the  fact  that  he  is  a  bishop, 
and  that  the  Bible  most  assuredly  speaks  of  bishops. 

We  are  therefore  called  upon,  not  only  in  our 
standards,  but  in  our  official  documents  and  daily 
usage,  to  proclaim  abroad,  and  in  the  ears  of  all  men, 
that  prelatical  bishops  are  deceivers  and  impostors ; 
that  they  are  wolves  in  sheep’s  clotliing ;  and  that 
they  are  the  thieves  of  whom  our  Savior  speaks, 
who  came  not  in  by  the  door,  but  climbed  up  some 
other  way  into  the  fold.  They  are  they  who,  when 
the  sood  map  of  the  house  was  asleep,  came  in  and 
took  possession,  and  having  robbed  liim  of  his  "  good 
name,”  turned  him  out  of  doors,  proclaimed  them¬ 
selves  masters  of  the  house,  apd  then  proceeded  to 
beat  the  Lord’s  servants,  and  unmercifully  to  abuse 
and  enslave  them  to  their  vile  ends  of  corruption 
and  heresy. 

Such  a  common  and  familiar  use  of  the  term 
bishop,  not  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other,  but  in  in¬ 
terchange  with  them,  we  are  under  obligation  to 
adopt. 

We  will  only  add,  as  one  additional  reason,  that 
to  the  use  of  this  title  of  bishop  iu  all  our  ecclesias¬ 
tical  proceedings,  and  public  references  and  adver¬ 
tisements,  we  are  urged  by  the  wide-spread  unani¬ 
mity  with  which  churches  of  every  name,  and  in 
every  land,  arc  now  reverting  to  this  practice,  and 
openly  acting  upon  it.  We  had  noted  down  many 
references  to  the  common  and  designed  use  of  this 
word  in  the  works  and  periodicals  of  many  different 
denominations,  both  in  this  country  and  in  England ; 
but  the  practice  has  now  become  so  common,  that 
any  specification  would  be  useless.  The  formal  de¬ 
termination  has  been  made  by  many  bodies  in  this 
country  to  introduce  this  term  into  their  customary 
proceedings.  This  has  been  done  by  some  of  the 
New-England  Associations,  by  the  Baptist  denomi¬ 
nation,  by  the  Lutheran  church,  aud  by  many  Pres¬ 
byterian  bodies.  It  is  now  very  common  in  Scot¬ 
land  ;  is  under  consideration  among  the  Congrega- 
tionalists ;  is,  to  some  extent,  supported  by  the  Wes¬ 
leyan  body ;  and  has,  as  we  were  informed  in  Ire¬ 
land,  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Congregational 
body  in  that  country,  by  one  of  whose  ministers  we 
were  requested  to-  prepare  this  summary  of  our 
views  upon  the  subject. 

The  adoption  of  the  terra  bishop  equally  concerns 
iill  denominations,  and  if  all  unite  iu  the  practice,  or 
even  a  considerable  number,  the  term  will  come 
sufficiently  into  use  to  secure  the  ends  in  view.  For 


Mrs.  Jones  my  mind  on  the  subject.” 

Mr.  Jones  was  an  unwilling  listener  to  this  con¬ 
versation,  and  endeavored  by  walking  about  the 
shop  to  make  a  noise,  and  so  attract  their  attention. 
But  those  who  were  talking  were  in  the  back  shop, 
and  were  too  mtorpalpH  in  iho  disniis&inn  tn 

hear  him.  He  therefore  quietly  left  the  shop,  and 
went  on  his  way. 

He  walked  home  to  his  study,  discouraged  rather 
than  animated  by  his  morning  walk.  Hardly  had 
he  entered,  when  a  parishioner  called  who  had  been 
for  some  weeks  absent  from  town.  “  I  have  come,” 
said  he,  “  to  tell  you  the  good  news  from  Harlow. 
Oh,  they  have  a  most  precious  minister  there.  He 
is  the  most  faithful,  active  man,  I  ever  saw.  He  is 
all  the  time  visiting  from  house  to  house.  It  appears 
to  me  that  such  activity  and  zeal  as  he  possesses, 
must  be  successful  anywhere.  People  cannot  be  un¬ 
concerned  when  the  importance  of  religion  is  urged 
so  incessantly  upon  them  in  their  houses.” 

As  Mr.  Jones  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  en¬ 
ter  upon  a  defense  of  his  views  of  duty,  his  good  pa¬ 
rishioner  supposed  that  he  had  been  rather  too  ob¬ 
scure  in  his  hints,  and  was  growing  more  personal 
in  his  allusions,  when  he  was  interrupted  by  the  en- 


sincere  piety  and  a  refined  mind.  He  was  fond  of 
close  reasoning,  and  shrunk  from  everything  which 
was  not  perfectly  in  good  taste.  After  the  usual  sa¬ 
lutations,  he  said,  “  I  had  the  pleasure,  Mr.  Jones,  of 
hearing  Dr.  Simpkins  preach  last  Sabbath.  He  cer¬ 
tainly  is  a  most  eloquent  man.  He  is  a  most  inde¬ 
fatigable  student.  You  always  find  him  in  his  stu¬ 
dy.  I  understand  that  he  generally  studies  twelve 
hours  a  day.  And  now  he  has  risen  to  be  one  of 
the  most  eminent  men  in  the  country.  How  wretch¬ 
edly  those  ministers  mistake,  who  fritter  away  their 
time  in  running  about  from  house  to  house.  There 
is  the  minister  of  Harlow,  for  instance ;  they  say  that 
he  is  a  very  friendly  man,  and  talks  very  pleasantly 
in  the  family,  but  it  is  no  matter  what  text  he  takes, 
he  always  preaches  the  same  sermon.  The  men 
who  live  in  the  study,  and  who  devote  their  ener¬ 
gies  to  the  pulpit,  are  the  men  who  do  the  most 
good.” 

Now,  Mr.  Jones,  though  he  loved  his  study,  thought 
it  his  duty  to  devote  a  portion  of  his  time  to  paro¬ 
chial  visiting ;  and  as  the  two  visitors  eagerly  en¬ 
gaged  in  dispute,  he  pleasantly  suggested  to  them 
the  propriety  of  embracing  some  other  lime  and 
place  for  their  discussion. 

As  they  withdrew,  Mr.  Jones  resolved,  as  he  had 
done  a  thousand  times  before,  that  he  would  do  that 
which  seemed  to  him  to  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God, 
and  most  for  the  good  of  his  people,  and  leave  others 
to  say  and  think  what  they  pleased. — Sabbath-day 
Miscellany.

“  Mercy  to  him  that  shows  it,”  is  the  righteous  rule 
of  the  All-Wise.  Acting  on  Cowper’s  principles.  I 
should  have  no  difficulty  in  determining  when  to 
hunt  or  when  to  fish.  If  necessity  demanded  it,  if  it 
were  needful  for  the  sustenance  of  my  household, 
my  only  dependence  for  daily  bread,  I  could  say 
with  Simon  Peter,  “  I  go  a  fishing,”  and  could  go 
with  a  clear  conscience.  Such  a  mode  of  obtaining 
a  livelihood,  however,  would  not  be  with  me  a  mat- 
I  ter  either  of  choice  or  delight  But  to  “  go  a  fish¬ 
ing,”  or  a  gunning,  merely  for  amusement,  or  recre¬ 
ation,  is  abhorrent  to  every  tender  feeling  of  my 
heart.

tors,  as  to  set  me  right,  and  receive  the  thanks  of 
Yours,  truly,  Elachistus.

IraLv. — A  Concordat  has  been  signed  between 
Rome  and  Spain,  of  which  these  are  the  principal 
provisions :  The  Catholic  religion  is  to  be  exclu¬ 
sively  professed  ;  theological  seminaries  to  be  esta¬ 
blished  in  every  diocese,  under  the  direction  of  the 
bishops,  who  are  to  have  exclusive  supervision  of  all 
education;  the  monasteries  and  convents  now  in 
existeaee  to  be  maintained  ;  the  Spanish  government 
to  assign  an  adequate  provision  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  clergy ;  the  ehnreh  to  have  the  right  of  ac¬ 
quiring  and  poasessii^  property ;  no  union  or  sup¬ 
pression  of  ecciesiaatieal  livings  to  take  place  without 
the  permission  of  the  Holy  See ;  and,  finally,  that 
the  estates  and  property  of  the  Church  be  held  sa¬ 
cred  and  inviolable. 

The  Frankfort  Jmmal  makes  the  following  odd 
announcement,  under  date  I7th  July,  from  Rome— 
■“The  Pope  has  declared  once  for  all,  that  he  will 
not  allow  railways  to  be  established  in  the  Pontifical 
States ;  for  it  would  be  dangerous  to  allow  them  in 
a  country  where  there  exists  such  political  agita- 
tioa.” 

Letters  from  Rome  state  that  the  health  of  His 
Holiness  the  Pope  is  such  as  to  cause  great  alarm. 
He  snflbrs  much  from  a  cancer  in  the  nose,  with 
which  he  has  been  for  some  time  afflicted.  The 
disease  has  been  latterly  somewhat  checked,  but 
within  the  last  few  days  has  again  acquired  fresh 
violence.  He  is  now  nearly  80  years  of  age. 

Germany. — The  Ronge  Reformation  appears  to  j 
go  on  swimmingly.  There  were  some  indications  | 
of  a  division  between  the  different  sections  of  the 
new  church,  in  reference  to  the  method  of  celebrat¬ 
ing  divine  service.  That  recommended  by  Ronge  is  I 
distinguished  for  its  great  simplicity.  He  holds  a 
council,  to  whom  he  submits  questions  relative  to 
baptism,  marriage,  and  salary  of  priests.  All  the 
resolutions  are  determined  by  the  majority  of  votes, 
the  laity  as  well  as  the  priesthood  having  a  delibe¬ 
rative  voice,  and  being  equally  called  on  to  give 
their  opinion  on  matters  relating  to  religious  wor¬ 
ship. 

The  ceremonies  used  by  the  reformer  Czersky 
are  more  elaborate.  Ronge  had  decided  on  going 
to  Schneidemuhl,  to  have  an  interview  with  his 
brother  reformer.  Before  his  departure,  a  grand 
dinner  was  given  him  by  subscription,  at  which 
more  than  250  of  his  proselytes  were  present. 
Ronge,  at  this  meeting,  declared  that  he  would  do 
all  in  his  power  to  efiect  a  fusion  of  the  different 
j  communities  organized  by  himself  and  Czersky,  and 
to  bring  them  all  into  one  church. 

Prussia. — The  King  of  Prussia,  it  is  now  said, 
is  about  to  give  his  subjects  the  long-promised  Con¬ 
stitution.  Great  preparations  were  making  for  the 
occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Q,uee.n  to  the  banks  of 
the  Rhine. 

Syria. — Advices  from  Beyroot,  bearing  date  the 
12th  of  July,  announce  that  the  affairs  of  the  Leba¬ 
non  were  more  satisfactory :  hostilities  had  ceased ; 
and  although  some  -partial  murders  bore  witness  to 
the  deep  animosity  which  existed  between  the  Dru¬ 
ses  and  Maronites,  nevertheless  it  was  expected  that 
an  arrangement  would  be  come  to,  suitable  to  the 
present  state  of  that  country.  The  unanimity  of  the 
Five  Powers  at  Constantinople,  and  the  positive 
and  precise  instructions  of  the  Porte,  had  produced 
beneficial  results.  The  conduct  of  the  Turkish 
governors  and  agents,  whose  apathy  had  much  en¬ 
couraged  the  Druses  in  their  attempts,  had  become 
entirely  changed. 

Accident  in  the  Black  Sea. — A  frightful  steam¬ 
boat  collision  occurred  in  the  Black  Sea,  on  the  1 1th 
July.  The  Ottoman  commercial  steamer  Iskudar 
was  on  its  way  from  Constantinople  to  Trebisond, 
and  about  40  miles  north  of  the  Bosiihorus  she  met 
the  steamer  Medjrai  Tidjaret,  belonging  to  the  same 
firm.  Both  were  full  of  goods  and  passengers,  both 
going  at  full  speed.  The  commander  of  each  vessel 
•was  perfectly  aware  of  the  approach  of  the  other 
full  twenty  minutes  before  the  fearful  event  hap¬ 
pened,  and  there  was  apparently  no  danger.  But 
Captain  Lambert,  fancying  he  had  an  Austrian 
vessel  before  him,  to  obey  a  rule  of  the  Austrian 
service,  put  his  helm  a-starboard,  whilst  the  com-

General  F.  £.  Spinner,  of  German  Flats,  Herkimer  county, 
has  been  appointed  Auditor  of  the  Naval  Office  at  New-York, 
by  Mr.  Hoffman.  The  Little  Falls  Courier  speaks  of  the  ap- 
pointment  as  a  very  proper  one. 

A  curious  case  of  poisoning  occurred  in  the  feinily  of  Mr.  R. 
W.  Rycham,  517  Broome  street,  on  Sunday  evening  of  last 
week.  The  whole  family  were  all  vrell  before  dinner,  but  about 
an  hour  alWwards  were  all  taken  down  with  alarming  and  in* 
explicable  illness,  accompanied  by  vomiting,  burning  and  griping 
pains,  violent  retchings,  &o.  The  sufferers  remained  in  a  criti¬ 
cal  state  all  that  night,  and  the  prompt  arrival  of  medical  aid  was 
all  that  saved  them.  One  of  the  lamily  ejected  blood  from  the 
stomach.  The  cook  was  taken  ill,  and  now  lies  in  a  weak  state. 
The  cause  is  still  a  mystery. 

The  True  Sun  says  that  large  quantities  of  tea,  recovered  in  a 
damaged  state  from  the  rums  of  the  late  fire,  are  now  repacking, 
and  probably  preparing  for  market  It  can  hardly  be  otherwise 
than  that  this  tea  is  poisoned,  as  it  is  packed  id  boxen  lined  with 
lead;  which  will  be  very  likely  to  have  imparted  its  poisonous 
qualities  to  the  contents  of  the  boxes  which  have  been  crushed 
by  the  falling  of  buildings,  and  the  lead  and  the  tea  thus  mixed 
up  and  exposed  together  to  the  action  of  air  and  water. 

Cape  Cod  was  visited  last  week  by  one  of  the  meet  severe 
storms  ever  known.  Several  buildings  were  burnt,  and  two 
vessels’  masts  shivered.  At  Harwich,  a  son  of  Phillip  Ellis  was 
killed. 

The  number  of  passengers  from  Boston  to  New-York,  and 
from  New-York  to  Boston,  during  the  month  of  July  last,  by  tlie 
several  routes  by  way  of  Norwich,  Stoiiington,  and  Newport, 
including  as  well  those  by  steamboat  as  those  by  the  Long  Island 
Railroad,  was  18,169.  Of  this  number,  16,343  were  first  class 
passengers,  and  they  were  nearly  all  carried  for  a  fare  of  two 
dollars  each ;  and  1826  were  second  class  passengers,  mostly 
carried  at  $1.62j  each,  making  the  gross  receipts  about  $36,000. 
In  carrying  these  passengers,  six  or  seven  steamboats,  of  a  large 
class,  have  been  regularly  employed,  and  the  cost  of  the  several 
railroads,  over  which  the  travel  passed,  with  their  respective 
establishments,  was  about  $10,000,000.  This  is  probably  the 
largest  number  of  passengers  ever  conveyed  between  the  two 
cities  in  the  same  spcu;e  of  time. 

The  pardoning  power  of  New-Jersey  assembled  at  Trenton 
on  Thursday  of  last  week,  to  consider  the  cases  of  Parke  and 
Carter.  Affidavits  have  been  presented  to  them,  says  the  Gaz¬ 
ette,  the  object  of  which  is  to  impeach  the  testimony  of  some  of 
the  witnesses. 

A  new  method  of  making  iron,  by  a  process  of  deoxidizing  it, 
has  been  discovered  at  Troy.  The  west  side  of  Lake  Cbampltun 
abounds  in  magnetic  iron  ore,  from  which  new  iron  is  made  in  a 
reverberatory  furnace  with  a  single  heat,  and  the  result  i.s  a  soft 
ductile  iron,  capable  of  being  drawn  into  small  wire. 

Crowds  of  people  are  thronging  to  see  the  great  ship  Great 
Britain,  and  the  twenty-five  cents  admission,  with  the  extra 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  a  look  at  the  engine  room,  is  cheer¬ 
fully  paid.  The  sight  is  worth  the  expense,  for  the  vessel  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  wonder  of  creative  arL 

In  'Washington  City  there  are  five  new  churches  building, 
and  four  hundred  houses  have  been  built  within  the  last  year. 

The  Rochester  American  says : — It  is  intended  to  establish  a 
steam  ferry  across  the  Niagara,  a  mile  below  the  cataract  We 
trust  it  will  be  successful.  The  only  method  of  crossing  at  pre¬ 
sent  enjoyed,  is  in  a  small  boat,  for  which  a  most  exorbitant 
price  is  charged,  and  the  passengers  are  subjected  to  great  in¬ 
convenience. 

The  salary  of  the  Governor  of  Florida  has  been  fixed  at  $1200 
per  annum,  with  a  Secretary  whose  salary  is  set  down  at  $500. 
The  Secretary  of  State  is  to  receive  $600;  the  Comptroller 
$800 ;  and  the  Attorney  General  $-300  and  fee.s.  The  members 
of  the  Legislature  are  to  be  paid  $3  per  diem  and  10  cents  mile¬ 
age.  The  Legislature,  after  doing  this  much,  adjourned  about 
the  4th  inst. 

Early  on  Saturday  morning  as  the  sloop  Gleaner,  of  Norwich, 
rounding  the  Battery,  she  ran  into  a  small  boat,  in  which 
was  one  man ;  the  boat  was  capsized  and  the  man  drowned.  Every 
effort  wiui  made  to  recover  the  body,  but  without  effect ;  the  tide 
was  running  strong  at  the  time,  and  probably  earried  it  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  grapples  before  it  touched  bottom. 

The  Journal  of  Commerce  saye ; — ^The  Canal  Board  have 
adopted  reeoluiiona  charging  Oran  N.  Reynolds,  late  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Genesee  Valley  Canal,  and  also  his  predecessor 
in  office,  Sanford  A.  Hooper,  with  transactions  by  which  the 
State  has  been  defrauded.  They  have  further  resolved  that  the 
Attorney  General  ought  to  prosecute  Hooper  and  his  sureties,  in 
order  to  recover  back  the  money.  Reynolds  has  been  removed 
from  office.

“  Sand  Indian  Rubber”  is  the  title  of  an  artic4e  in  the  New- 
Haven  Palladium,  giving  a  description  of  an  article  of  Indian 
rubber.  The  great  merit  in  this  new  invention  is  the  impregna¬ 
tion  of  Indian  rubber,  with  sand  or  any  hard  pulverized  sub¬ 
stance,  when  in  a  soft  state,  so  that  it  will  add  materially  to  the 
strength  as  well  as  endurance  of  the  article.  It  is  admirably 
fi'ted  for  the  soles  of  shoes,  rendering  them  free  from  the  danger 
of  slipping  upon  wet  surfaces,  while  t|iey  are  impervious  to 
water ;  at  the  same  time  they  are  peculiarly  fitted  for  wet,  smooth 
decks  of  vessels  and  their  icy  riggings  in  mid-winter.  It  is  also 
admirably  fitted  for  awnings,  being  elastic  and  strong,  and  at  the 
same  time  incapable  of  being  burnt. 

Mr.  Seaton,  Mayer  of  Washington,  states  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage,  that  the  income  of  the  city  has  increased,  within  the  year, 
$15,000,  and  that  nearly  400  buildings  have  been  erected — most 
of  them  private  buildings,  and  several  new  churches.

ABRIVAL  OF  THE  KIBEBMIA. 

Teu  Days  Later  from  EmofS 

Th«  Hibernia  arrived  at  Boston  on  the  Sabbath, 
as  usual,  and  brought  news  to  the  5th  inst. 

Mr.  McLane,  our  Minister  to  the  Court  of  St. 
James,  arrived  at  Liverpool  in  the  Acadia  on  the 
29th  ult.  He  proceeded  thence  to  London,  and  took 
lodgings  at  Thomas’s  Hotel,  Berkley  Square. 

The  Acadia  took  out  the  intelligence  of  the  unani¬ 
mous  adoption  by  the  Texau  Congress  of  the  propo¬ 
sition  made  by  the  United  States  for  annexing  Tex¬ 
as  to  the  Union.  But  it  seems  to  have  occasioned 
no  surprise,  nor  to  have  called  forth  any  unusual  ex- 
preasions  of  disapprobation.  The  Times  has  along 
and  well-written  arUcle,  which  shows  with  great 
force  the  impolicy  and  folly  of  annexation,  so  far  as 
thu  country  and  Texas  are  concerned— just  what 
every  intelligent  man  well  knows. 

Quebec. — Parliament  has  ordered  an  address  to 
her  Majesty,  praying  her  to  direct  that  a  sum  not 
exceeding  X20,000  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  suf¬ 
ferers  by  the  late  calamitous  fires  at  Quebec. 

Parliament. — The  session  of  Parliament  wasrft- 
pidly  drawing  to  a  close.  On  the  31st  ult.,  the  House 
of  Commons  adopted  the  report  in  favor  of  the 
slave-trade  treaty  bill,  which  renders  the  slave-tra¬ 
ders  of  Brazil  amenable  to  English  law  courts  as 
pirates.  The  prerogation  was  expected  to  take 
place  on  the  7th  inst.,  or  at  farthest  on  the  9th.  Her 
Majesty  and  Prince  Albert  were  expected  to  em¬ 
bark  upon  a  continental  tour,  one  principal  object  of 
which  is  to  visit  the  King  of  Prussia,  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  same  day.
